Did you ever have an hour slip 
by and not even realize its pa'ssing? 
This is what happened to me the 
other day as I sat and listened. to 
Mr. Louis Richardson of 314 
Candlestick Road tell about his 
experiences during the attack on 
Pear Harbor. 


He said the Jap planes swooped 
to within inches of the house tops |’ 
tstraffing everything in their wake. 
No wonder there was panic as the 
people. went scurring for shelter. 
Mr. Richardson was exposed to the 
straffing three different times, and 
on one occasion a bomb exploded 
so’ near that the impact knocked 
him to the ground. 


Mrs. Richardson was not in 
Honolulu at the time of the sneak 
attack but did go over a year later. 
Their daughter, Jewell, remained 
in the States all the time; and Syd- 
ney, their son,’ in Uncle Sam’s 
Navy has been reported missing in 
action. 


The Richardsons were happy 
people to see the dear old Golden 
Gate-as they sailed into San Fran- 
cisco Bay not long ago.

For Stray Families 


More families with small chihdren 
have wandered into the Navy Point 
dormitories during the wee small 
hours of the morning than any 
place else at Hunter’s Point. Al- 
though equipped as dorms for 
single men, Navy Point is prepared 
for all emergency cases and has 
never turned a family away in need 
of a night’s lodging. 

Mr. and Mrs. Howard W. Whitten 
of Arkansas, who recently drifted 
into Navy Point at midnight with 
their four small sleepy children, 
were put up in a suite of rooms in 
the Navy Point annex. The family 
had searched fruitlessly for an 
apartment all .day and finally 
blundered into Navy Point. Mr. Roy 
Head, special officer, saw that they 
were comfortably settled for the 
night, and the following morning 
the management arranged for them 
to move over to an apartment in 
Ridge Point, where they now live. 

The dormitory maids at Navy 
Point have also acted in the capac- 
ity of nursemaids on such occasions 
when Ma and Pa and their two 
small children landed by mistake at 
Navy Point, spent the night in the 
dorm, and reported for work at the 
Yard next morning, leaving their 
children with the maids. The maids, 
we hear, had a merry time feeding 
and taking care of the tikes. Ma 
and Pa, we don’t know their names, 

«now reside at Candlestick Cove, 
where there is a nursery school to 
take care of the children of work- 
ing mothers. 

Then there is the incident of the 
very young woman who set up 
housekeeping for her baby in the 
dormitory cafeteria, where she was 
found by the management early in 
the morning. Story is she arrived 
from out of town at 3:30 in the 
morning, and didn’t know where to.

Finding 
the Harbor Slope cafeteria open (it 
is open all night) she came in and 


put her baby to sleep on one of the 


tables, which she fixed up with a 
few blankets. 

In the morning when she explained 
her predicament, maintenance 
supervisor John Drake drove her 
and the baby to Candlestick Cove, 
where her husband had already 
rented an apartment. No one was 
more astonished than her husband 
when he arrived to find his wife 
and baby. comfortably settled in 
their new home.

It is quoted here for those who 
might not yet have had the op- 
portunity to read it. 

“TO ALL RESIDENTS of 
Double Rock—Starting April Ist, 
1944, it will be legal for any- 
one found parking their cars in 
the yards or around any of the 
buildings. This is a CITY OF SAN 
FRANCISCO CITY ORDINANCE 
and is going to be strictly en- 
forced. Cars must be parked on 
the street or it will be necessary 
to tag all violators and this will 
not only cause loss of time from 
work while appearing in Court 
but also the cost and fine.

To five hundred men and boys in 
the Hunter’s Point dormitories, the 
name of Benjamin J. Griggsby is 
already a familiar one. During the 
short time he has had his offices 
at South Gate, Mr. Griggsby, per- 
sonnel counsel, has ironed out per- 
sonal and financial problems, and 


problems of conduct for hundreds 
of men. He has been consulted on 
the subject of romance and pros- 
pective matrimony, and has given 
sound guidance on matters pertain- 
ing to the Army. 

Genial and with a pleasant word 
for everyone, Griggsby’s purpose is 
to teach and help dormitory men 
to adjust themselves to the unfam- 
iliar environment and new ways 

-of living and working with which 
many of them are faced. 

“Our inability to adjust environ- 
ment and situations is the cause of 
all misery,” Mr. Griggsby observ- 
ed. 


Towards this end he has organiz- 
ed a round table discussion group 
where problems are frankly laid 
upon the table. The group meets 
from 5°to.7 on Sunday afternoons. 
Its code is law and order and hon- 
esty. Its aim, a better relationship 
to the community. 

Cooperation so far has been “ex- 
cellent and much good has already 
resulted from the group and per- 
sonal meetings.

A real educator, with a broad 
perspective and attitude towards 
life and people, Benjamin Griggs- 
by comes to South Gate well 
equipped for his work. Born in 
Louisiana, he is a graduate of Fisk 
University in Nashville, Tennessee, 
where he majored in sociology. Lat- 
er he attended the. University of 
Denver, receiving his master’s de- 
gree in religion and philosophy. He 
also spent two years at the Univer- 
sity of California. 

He has taught school for a num- 
ber of years and was principal of 
an elementary school in Lake 


Charles, Louisiana. His chief work 
has been with the churches, where 
he has been pastor in Tennessee, 


Hundreds Here

Louisiana, Wyoming, California and 
a number of other states. Sunday 
morning devotional services are 
conducted by him at South Gate. 


Until the outbreak of the war,’ 


he taught government -classes in 
naturalization in Oakland. Previous 
to coming to Hunter’s Point, his 
work was with the Oakland war 
housing communities. He still de- 
votes some of his time teaching the 
young children in Peralta Village 
in Oakland. 


Grigegsby’s work has also taken 
him among the sick, and many of 
his hours are spent visiting some- 
one who is ill in the hospital. “Once 
I was in the hospital for one hun- 
dred and seven days, and not a sin- 
gle person came to see me. I've nev- 
er forgotten how lonely it was,” he 
remarked. 


He wants the men and boys at 
the dormitories to feel free to visit 
with him at any time, and welcomes 
their calls. He is in his office at 
South Gate in the afternoons, and 
often remains as late as midnight 
before he starts for his home in 
Oakland.

For All Tenants 


The facilities of the 18-bed in- 
firmary at Navy Point is for all 
the tenants of Hunter’s Point. It is 
operated by the U.S. Department of 
Publie Health for Navy Yard work- 
ers to use in cases of illness or ac- 
cident. 

Purpose of the infirmary is to 
provide care and medical services 
for cases which would ordinarily 
require home nursing. With the 
stress of long working hours in war 
industries such care is not now 
available to those subject to minor 
illnesses. 


For surgery and any type of ser- 
ious illness tenants are required to 
go to public hospitals as the U.S. 
Public Health infirmary is not 
equipped to handle sueh cases. 

The infirmary is well staffed with 
doctors and nurses and is open 
twenty four hours a day to serve 
all emergency cases. It is for the 
tenants to use whenever they need 
it.
